TIME SINCE PRESIDENT SALV ADORE ALLENDE GOSSENS WAS 
OVERTHROWN BY THE MILITARY 13 MONTHS AGO. 

"FOR EVERY DETAINEE WHO HAS BEEN RELEASED IN RECENT 
MONTHS AT LEAST TWO ARRESTS HAVE BEEN MADE", THE 
COMMISSION SAID. 

ARTICLE CONTINUES WITH DECRIPTION OF ICJ 
CONCLUSIONS, INCLUDING STATEMENT THAT , "THE LEGAL

(USUN 4334) AND IN ANTICIPATION OF HEIGHTENED DIFFICULTIES WITH RES 

INTRODUCED IN SECOND COMMITTEE, WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY'S 
COMMENTS ON THE ICJ REPORT WHICH APPEARS TO BE AT VARIANCE 
WITH REFTELS. FUTHER AS EMBASSY AWARE, ICJ IS IN 
CONSULTATIVE STATUS WITH ECOSOC; HENCE HAS RIGHT TO PRESENT 
"REPORT" TO UN AS IT HAS DONE WITH SEVERAL OF TIS PAST 
REPORTS.
